Mr. Rudi Fecteau addressed our October 13 meeting on the subject 
of archaeo-botany, presenting a well illustrated discussion of both field 
and laboratory procedures for the recovery and identification of palaeo- 
botanical remains. Manual and mechanical screening techniques were .~ 
described, and the characteristic attributes of carbonized Native 
cultigens and various wood species were reviewed. Rudi completed his 
presentation by answering questions concerning the interpretation of 
archaeo-botanical data and their application to archaeological research. 
Following the talk, members were provided with the opportunity both to 
examine a selection of carbonized plant remains with the aid of a microscop 
and to ask further questions. 


EXECUTIVE REPORT 
The October 23 meeting included our full executive and was held 


on an Erie Coach Lines bus between Toledo and Detroit. After a certain 
amount of mutual back-patting over the extremely successful Ohio tour, 

it was business as usual. Mr. George Connoy mentioned that a surplus 

of approximately $150.00 was expected as a result of our trip, and it 

was agreed that the proposal to incorporate this money into the general 
operating fund of the Chapter should be considered by our membership at 
the next meeting. A series of 20-30 colour slides of the tour will be 
offered at cost (roughly $12.00 - $15.00) to London Chapter and Ohio tour 
participants at some time in December. Finally, due to the success of 
this year's tour, we plan to organize another for next year and would 
request that you fill out the questionnaire on the last page, bring it 

to the next meeting or send it to the KEWA editor (55 Centre St., London). 


Next on the agenda was a proposal for a Chapter Christmas party 
on Saturday, December 17. It was suggested that the informal gathering 
at 55 Centre Street include a meal and a slide presentation on our tour 
prepared by Mr. Paul Strome of Waterloo; however, details would have to 
be arranged by a committee which is to be formed at the November 10 
meeting.
